Doing The Impossible 


HIS is an earnest appeal on behalf of the Canada Victory 


Loan to two kinds of people. It is an appeal to men 
and women who have already bought bonds to buy again. 


It is an appeal to those who have honestly believed 
they could not afford to buy bonds to consult the instal- 
ment purchase plan and buy whether they ‘ink they can 
or not.
